REPORTS  OF  INJURIES. 

Several  instances  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  bureau  in  which 
employees  failed  to  report  injuries  received  until  some  serious  consequence  resulted 
from  the  accident. 

In  order  that  the  rights  of  the  employee  under  the  law  may  be  protected  he  should 
report  to  his  official  superior  all  injuries  received,  however  slight,  as  required  by 
Regulation  6  of  the  Regulations  of  the  United  States  Employees  Compensation  Com- 
mission, because  minor  injuries  sometimes  result  later  in  serious  disability.  Forms 
C.  A.-l  and  2  should  not  be  forwarded  to  Washington,  however,  unless  the  injury 
results  in  a  medical  charge  or  in  loss  of  time.     (See  Regulation  33  of  the  regulations.) 


INSTRUCTIONS   REGARDING   SAMPLES   AND    SPECIMENS   FORWARDED 

FOR  EXAMINATION. 

The  following  instructions  are  issued  for  the  guidance  of  those  forwarding  samples 
and  specimens  to  the  bureau: 

The  name  of  the  forwarding  office,  with  a  brief  description  of  the  contents,  should 
always  be  placed  on  the  outside  of  the  container,  as  "Kansas  City,  V.  S.  C. — Products 
Est.  124."     Indicate  number  of  packages  coming  in  each  shipment. 

When  samples  from  more  than  one  establishment  are  included  in  one  package,  the 
fact  should  be  noted  on  the  outside  of  the  container  also. 

Offices  forwarding  specimens  of  reacting  cattle  should  give  the  name  of  the  forwarding 
office,  as  Chicago,  M.  I.,  xeactor  No.  26479,  and  give  State  of  origin. 
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Quarantine  stations  should  indicate  name  of  forwarding  station,  as  Athenia,  N.  J., 
and  give  a  brief  description  of  the  contents  of  package,  as  feces,  tenia,  etc.,  as  the  case 

maybe,  giving  also  the  identifying  marks  of  the  animal  from  which  taken,  as  No. , 

name ,  etc . 

The  outside  container  of  all  samples  and  specimens  of  whatever  nature  should  be 
equally  as  well  marked  as  those  described  above. 

The  prompt  and  efficient  handling  and  proper  distribution  of  the  numerous  samples 
and  specimens  forwarded  to  the  bureau  demand  strict  compliance  with  these  instruc- 
tions. 

These  instructions  are  supplemental  only  and  do  not  supersede  previous  directions 
on  this  subject. 

NOVEMBER  11,  1921,  A  HOLIDAY. 

November  11,  1921,  was  proclaimed  a  holiday  by  Executive  order.  Accordingly 
the  terms  of  Memorandum  No.  288,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under 
date  of  August  4,  1919,  are  applicable  to  the  services  performed  by  bureau  inspectors 
in  official  establishments  on  November  11,  1921,  and  such  services  should  be  paid 
for  by  the  establishments  at  double  the  employee's  regular  rate  of  pay. 


GOVERNMENT  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

The  attention  of  employees  is  invited  to  the  following  quotation  from  a  communica- 
tion dated  October  20,  1921,  addressed  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by  the 
chairmen  of  the  several  passenger  and  trunk  line  associations  of  the  United  States, 
relating  to  Government  transportation  requests.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  bureau  that 
all  its  employees  exchanging  transportation  requests  for  railway  tickets  follow  the 
suggestions  contained  in  this  quotation  for  the  reason  that  by  doing  so  they  will  not 
only  save  themselves  delay  and  inconvenience  in  procuring  railway  transportation 
at  ticket  offices,  but  save  labor  in  the  accounting  offices  of  the  Government  and  allow 
a  more  prompt  settlement  of  employees '  reimbursement  accounts  as  well. 

"Travelers  exchanging  United  States  Government  transportation  requests  are 
sometimes  delayed  and  inconvenienced  due  to  the  fact  that  the  requests  do  not 
clearly  specify. 

"  (a)  The  route  which  should  invariably  be  indicated  by  the  initials  of  the  carriers, 
and  the  junction  points,  and 

"(b)  The  number  of  persons  covered  by  the  request. 

"In  other  respects  the  requests  are,  as  a  rule,  properly  drawn.  The  two  features 
to  which  attention  is  specially  invited  are  highly  essential ;  the  first  because  in  not 
a  few  cases  the  fares  vary  by  different  routes  between  two  given  points.  Thus,  the 
fare  from  A  to  D  via  B  may  be  $1;  via  C  $1.10.  The  carriers  desire  to  know  whether 
a  ticket  should  be  issued  via  "B"  at  the  $1  rate  or  via  '  'C  '  at  the  $1.10  rate.  They 
can  best  be  informed  on  the  subject  by  indicating  on  the  transportation  request 
'Sua  B"  or  "via  C '  as  the  case  may  be.  (B  and  C  are  used  as  substitutes  for  the 
names  of  lines  and  junctions. )  Thus  a  transportation  request  for  a  ticket  from  Denver 
to  New  York  should  show,  for  example,  "UP  Omaha,"  C.  &  N.  W.  Chicago,  N.  Y.  C. 
New  York. ' '  If  this  formula  is  invariably  observed,  it  will  avoid  delay  and  incon- 
venience to  the  holders  of  the  requests  and  will  facilitate  the  settlement  of  accounts 
and  save  labor  and  expense  in  the  accounting  offices  of  the  Government  and  the 
carriers. 

'  'In  the  case  cited  above  it  may  be  that  the  service  via  the  $1.10  route  is  excellent, 
while  via  the  $1  route  it  is  poor,  requiring  a  longer  schedule,  an  extended  lay-over, 
or  a  change  of  cars  at  an  unseasonable  hour,  or  all  three.     If,  however,  the  lines  and

junctions  via  the  $1  route  were  clearly  specified  on  the  transportation  request,  there 
would  be  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  traveling  employee  had  chosen  that  route,  and  a 
ticket  would  be  issued  accordingly.  Heretofore,  in  cases  in  which  routes  have  been 
omitted  from  transportation  requests  or  have  not  been  clearly  defined,  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  carriers  to  issue  tickets  via  good  service  routes  even  though  they  carry 
slightly  higher  fares  than  routes  having  less  attractive  service.  It  has  been  found, 
however,  that  the  Government  declines  to  pay  the  higher  fares  in  such  cases,  but  in- 
sists upon  the  advantage  of  the  lower-fare  route  in  all  cases. 

"The  carriers,  therefore,  respectfully  urge  that  routes  desired  be  clearly  set  forth 
on  transportation  requests,  relieving  them  from  responsibility  in  cases  in  which 
passengers  are  ticketed  via  nonservice  routes  and  also  assuring  payment  on  basis  of 
fares  applying  via  the  routes  specified  on  the  requests."
